He compounded for a without the Trouble 
of uſmg much of his Learning; I was fo conteſ- 
fedly learned in moſt of the Ale-Houſes, and all the 
Cellars in the Univerſity, that I thought a Degree 
beneath my Merit, as I ſaw Degrees conferred. 

I have for Years obſerved with Grief, the Man- 
ners and Conduct of very many of my Acquain- 
tance of Quality fo confuſed and perplex' d, by 
falſe Impreſſions received in their Youth from 
Chaplams, private Tutors, and School-maſters, 
that fome of them ſeem*d to be quite deſtitute of 
the very Characteriſticks of Quality. I have known 
' fome ſhamefully mild and condeſcending ; others, 
but they were but tew, fond of ſtrange whimſical 
Notions in Religion ; and one particular Lord now 
um Town, 1 could point out, only that I fear the 
Penalties of Srandalum Magnatum, who is as 
meanly punctual in his Accounts and Payments as 
any little trading Alderman in the City. It is a 
moſt abominable Thing, that young Creatures of 
Diſtinction ſhould be thus umpoſed upon, to the 
great Scandal of high Birth and noble Education; 
but with this melancholly Reflection, I have one 
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conſolotary Thought; which is, that moſt of them 
by a particular Happineſs and Strength of Genius, 
by the Inſtruction of a French Tutor in their Tra- 
vels, and the Obſervation of Foreign Courts, par- 
ticularly that of /rance, throw off theſe low Preju- 
dices, and return (if the Tutor be careful) fine, very 
fine Gentlemen, and Perſons of Quality in the 
higheſt Senſe of the Word. 

This Knowledge of Quality, which, 1 profeſs, 
has coſt me many a Shilling in Glaſs and China; 
for ſometimes I have been ſo wrapp'd in Thought, 
at other times ſo much in an Ecſtacy with Ele- 
gancies I have heard at Table, that I have forgot 
my Station; and in my Meditations have ſwept 
off the Side-board a Battalion of Glaſſes; and at 
the ſame Inſtant being waken'd by the Surprize, 
have clapp'd my deſtroying Foot into the China 
Baſket ; and thus have I often in a Fortnight con- 
templated away an half Year's Wages. It is an 
allowed, and hitherto an uncontroverted Maxim, 
that bought Wit is always the beſt ; and therefore 
as mine has coſt me ſo very much, it may be 
acknowledged to be Standard. 

It is not from any Vanity or Wantonneſs of ap- 
pearing as an Author, that I write this valuable 
Treatiſe, No, truly, as I obſerved before, it is 
done in point of Gratitude, and to ſhew my Ho- 
nourabie and Right Honourable Inſtructors how 
much I have profited by their illuſtrious Example, 
and how well qualified I am to perform the Part of 
a Man of Quality, if any fair Lady with a Coro- 
net ſhould take it in her tender and noble Heart, 
to make me a Partner of her Coach and Bed. 
I cannot think but there muſt be ſome particular

It it no- 
torious that among Gentlemen of Spirit, Gaming 
is a great Improver of Friendſhip, good Fellow- 
ſhip, and good Converſation ; it is equally evi- 
dent that by an ill Run of the Paper, or Bones, 
a Man is often obhged to mortage, there being

ENANT s are all Sharpers in general, and 
Servants Thieves: This laudable Maxim

without one Thought of ſaving the Lord Two- 
„ all the Improvement being evidently for his 
own Uſe ; but however, if he'll give five Year's 
Rent as a Fine, and double the Rent, as he had 
been at ſome Pains he may have it. He mult have 
it, or loſe all his Expence in improving: So he ſits 
at a Rack-Rent ; in two or three Years he breaks, 
you fling him into Gaol, where the Raſcal, except 
he's a Frecholder, or a Voter for ſome Borough, 
may ftarve and be damn'd. 


*Tis a notorious Fault among Servants, that 
they have a Cuſtom of demanding Wages ; this 
was an Impertinence your noble Father mortally 
hated, and had very pretty Methods to free him- 
ſelf from ſuch Im When any Fellow 
was remagkably troubleſome, and at the fame time 
_ cautious, fo that he could not pick a Quarrel ; a 
Ring, a Watch, or ſome ſuch Toy was loſt: The 
wicked Raſcal is accuſed of it, and either runs away 
without his Wages, or is ſent to Newgate, whence 
to get out in a Month or two, he very willingly 
compounds for Liberty, with the Loſs of his 
Wages. But I know a vaſtly prettier Expedient 


uſed by a Perſon of Y.. of much fine Senſe, 


ard 
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and deeply plung'd in the South-Sea; he had a 
ſmall Cloſet full of Fragments of fine China, which 
he got by Scraps while he dealt with the India 
Company : This Great Man owed his Gentleman 
five and twenty Pounds, for which the Man was 
very importunate. His Maſter hated the Thoughts 
of parting with ſo much Money, and therefore re- 
lolved to pay him in China. Having one Morning 
Company, he gave the Man the Key, (he having 
over Night fo placed the Veſſels, as that they could 
not avoid falling,) deſiring him to reach him a Book 
which lay upon the China; the Fellow had no 
ſooner opened the Door, but the ſhining Frag- 
ments fell about his Ears, not indeed quite fo loud 
as the Cataracts of Nile, but loud enough to fright 
and ſtun the whole Company; the Floor glitters 
over with all the Colours of the Rainbow; the 
Fellow roars, and claps his Hands to his broken 
Head ; the Maſter rages; the Company ſtares. 
The Loſs is reckoned an hundred Pounds; New- 
gate is talked of, and poor Robin, by much Intereſt 
is ſet at large for a Receipt in full to the worthy 
Peer. And to tell you Truth, my Lord, without 
ſome of theſe pretty Stratagems, there is no liv- 
ing for a Nobleman, ſurrounded by ſuch a villainous 
Set, as Servants, Tenants, and Tradeſmen. 


Theſe Inſtructions were chiefly deſigned for your 
Lordſhip's Uſe; and, mutatis Awe, will in- 
differently ſerve for the Improvement of any Knighr 
or Squire in his Majeſty's Dominions.
